I domestic price level of wheat con- 
siderably above the world market, 
Chairman Alexander H. Legge 
told a mass meeting Qf farm or- 
ganizations at the college of ag- 
riculture, University 
of

"Perhaps few realize that wheat 


prices, low as they are, would be 
practically cut m half if we were 
depnding on the export market at 
present," he said 


"The 
operation may eventually 


result in a loss to the stabiliza- 
tion corporation, and through it 
to the revolving fund of the board, 
but the difference btween our cur- 
rent prices today and what wheat 
would bring if it wer on an export 
level amounts to approximately 
$3,000.000 on each week's 
con- 


sumption of wheat in this country, 
so that for the present at least, 
very owner of grain is profiting 
by the operation "

and others who have been financ- 
ing the commodity "would have a 
very difficult situation to face of

SENATE COMMITTEE PROBES 


PLIGHT OF NATIONS JOBLESS 


By William K. Hutchinson. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 7—Wheth- 


er the Hoover administration's re- 
lief program, will prove adequef to 
American's large army of unem- 
ployed was investigated today as 
the Senate 
appropriations com- 


mittee considered the plight of the 
millions of pobless persons. 


While the committee questioned 


government authorities on the ex- 
tent and adequacy of federal re- 
lief operations, 
the Democratic- 


insurgent coalition served notice 
it would battle to retain the 515, 
000,000 food loan appropriation in 
the administration's drought re- 
lief bill. As it passed the senate, 
the bill earned a. total appropri- 
ation of §60,000,000, of which $45,- 
000.000 will go for feed and seed 
lonas in drought-stricken states. 


The 515,000,000 food lean pro- 


vision was- added to the bill by the 
senate as a result of reports of 
foor riots in Arkansas. This sit- 
uation prompted Senator Caraway, 
(D) of Arkansas, to insist upon 
the 
government 
providing for 


food loans He declared the Amer- 
ican Red Cross was not provid- 
ing adequate relief and, even if it 
were, pioneer Americans should 
not be forced to "beg or starve." 


Ths unemployment inquiry was 


opened with John Barton Payne, 
chairman of the American Red 
Cross, as the first witness. At the 
senate's specific instruction, Pay- 
ne was questioned at length about 
conditions in the drought-ridden 
states, whether the Red Cross can 
provide adequate rlief to all the 
needy in those states, and about 
general conomic conditions in the 
unemployment areas.
